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State education director says 


Financial relief for parochial 
school parents emerging issue

SACRAMENTO—“The most suc- 
cessful apostolate in the Roman 
Catholic Church today is education,” 
says Dr. Joseph P. McElligott Jr., 
director of the division of education 
of the California Catholic Confer- 
ence. 


Dr. McElligott’s enthusiasm for our 
Catholic schools is shared by the 
bishops, by the lay and religious 
educators who staff our diocesan 
parochial school systems, as well as 
by. the many parents who must 
sacrifice at times to insure that their 
children get the demonstrably better 
education our. Church-related 
schools provide. 


BUT IS THAT enthusiasm shared 
by the many Catholics who have little 
or no contact with the parochial 
schools, especially if their parish is 
without one? Dr. McElligott thinks 
many Catholics today don’t fully 
realize the treasure we all have in our 
Catholic schools, and calls for their 
support in the coming political 
debates over tuition tax credits or the 
alternative voucher system. 


The California Catholic Confer- 


ence consists of the 23 bishops and 
12 dioceses that make up the Roman 
Catholic Church in our state. 
Headquartered within sight of the 
State Capitol Building, the confer- 
ence staff has as one of.its respon- 
sibilities liaison with the governor and 
legislature, as well as functioning as 
the bishops’ executive arm. 


Dr. McElligott served as Catholic 
schools representative in Sacra- 
mento. even before the conference 
was formed, and then became its 
education director. In addition to his 
duties as legislative watchdog for the 
conference, he assists diocesan 
school systems and their administra- 
tors in dealing with all levels of 
government, and as a development 
resource. 


MANY OF THE POSITIONS he has 
developed for our Catholic schools 
have been more than just “Catholic” 
issues; they have addressed them- 
selves directly to the quality, survival, 
and freedom of all private school 
systems in our state, whether church- 
related or not.

Pope warns of ‘easy’ annulments, 
asks more marriage preparation 


VATICAN CITY (NC) —Pope John 
Paul Il said Jan. 24 that there has 
been an “alarming increase” in 
marriage cases in Church courts and 
warned against “easy and hasty” 
annulments. 


In a speech opening the judicial 
year for the Roman Rota, the 
Church's central court of appeals for 
marriage cases, the pontiff said that 
concern expressed at the recent 
World Synod of Bishops “over the 
alarming increase of marriage cases 
in Church courts will certainly, be 
valued” in the current process of 
revising Church law. 


HE CALLED FOR greater pastoral 
efforts in marriage preparation and 
warned that “the preparation for 
matrimony itself would be negatively 
influenced by decrees or sentences 
of matrimonial nullity if these should 
be obtained too easily.” 


Vatican sources said the papal 
criticisms seemed directed chiefly at 
U.S.* Church courts, which under 
special procedural rules in recent 
years have been responsible for more 
than three-fourths of the yearly 
decrees of nullity in the Church. 

In 1978, the latest year for which 
complete statistics are available, U.S. 
decisions accounted for more than 


43,000 of the 55,000-plus annulments 
in the Church. 


SOME VATICAN officials sharply 
disagree with the American Church 
view that the large number of U.S. 
decisions is due to eased procedural 
requirements and not to laxness on 
the substantive basis for decisions. 


One of the most public attacks in 
this area came last year at the World 
Synod of Bishops, when Cardinal 
Pericle Felici, head of the Church’s 
Apostolic Signature (supreme court), .

REAGAN MEETS PRO-LIFERS— 
More than a half dozen pro-life 
lead: *s met with President Reagan at 
the White House Jan. 22 after the 
annual March for Life and said they 
were satisfied with the new presi- 
dent’s commitment to their cause. 
Declining to attend the meeting was 
Nellie Gray, leader of the march, who 
instead had wanted Reagan to come 
out of the White House and speak to 
the thousands of participants. 


Dr. Mildred F. Jefferson, president 
of the Right to: Life Crusade, said 
Reagan has been committed to the 
pro-life cause since 1973 and 
remarked that most pro-life leaders 
are not disappointed that he has not 
participated in the annual marches. 


WANTS DISSIDENT’S RELEASE— 
Two days after Inauguration Day, 
Jesuit Father Robert F. Drinan, a 
former member of Congress, urged 
the Reagan administration to seek the 
release of imprisoned Soviet dissi- 
dent Anatoly Scharansky. He spoke 
at a vigil Jan. 22 across the street from 
the Soviet embassy. 


NEW PEACE PLAN—Argentina’s 
military government is drafting a 
counterproposal to a plan submitted 
by Pope John Paul II to solve the 
border dispute between Argentina 
and Chile, according to the influential 
daily, La Prensa, in Buenos Aires. 


WORLD PEACE DAY —Archbish- 
op Giovanni Cheli, permanent 
Vatican observer at the United 
Nations, has met with U.N. Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim to invite him 
to ceremonies honoring World Peace 
Day. Ceremonies are scheduled for 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral March 11 
under the sponsorship of Cardinal 
Terence Cooke of New York. — 
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DOCTOR FILES SUIT—An Orange 
County physician who operates an 
abortion clinic has filed suit in Florida 
circuit court against two national 
Catholic organizations, Bishop 
Thomas J. Grady of Orlando and 
another doctor and his wife. The 
physician charges interference with 
his activities. 

NO AID URGED —Further U.S. aid 
to the civilian-military government in 
El.Salvador means “defending a 
dishonorable cause,” 43 American 
priests, nuns, and other Church 
workers. in Mexico said in a message 
to President Reagan. 


ABORTION AGREEMENT —Par- 
ticipants in an official dialogue 
between the Catholic Church and the 


-Presbyterian-Reformed Church have 


agreed that the mission of the Church 
includes working “toward a society 
where abortion need not occur.” But 
the dialogue participants acknow- 
ledged that members of the Presby- 
terian-Reformed Church regard 
artificial birth control as a preventive 
of abortion, whereas members of the 
Catholic Church view artificial birth 
control as contributing’ to promis- 
cuity and increased incidence of 
abortion. 


PROTECT RIGHTS—The Ontario 
Conference of Catholic Bishops 
wants the rights of the unborn, native 
peoples (Indians and Eskimos) and 
denominational schools protected in 
the proposed new Canadian constitu- 
tion. The bishops outlined their 
position in a brief to the Joint 
Committee on the Constitution of 
Canada which is drafting a proposed 
constitution. 


CHURCH CAMPS SEARCHED— 
At least five of 10 Church camps for 
displaced persons in El Salvador have 
been searched or occupied by 
security forces during the rebel 
offensive against the civilian-military 
government and at least two 
seminarians have been detained. 
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‘DEEP SATISFACTION’ — The 
pope joined in the rejoicing Jan. 21 at 
the release of the U.S. hostages held 
444 days in Iran. The pope, who had 
indicated his pleasure the day before 
through a spokesman, told acrowd of 
about 4,000 people at his weekly 
general audience that he felt “deep 


satisfaction” at the freeing of the 52 
Americans. 


UNITY STRESSED—Pope John 
Paul Il called on the Roman Curia to 
join him in working “at the service of 
unity.” During an hour-long liturgical 
service in the Vatican’s Sistine 
Chapel, the pope said the quest for 


Christian unity must be marked by 


unity within the Catholic Church and 
by the unity of each Christian with 
God. - 

CAN’T HEAR RADIO—A group of 
Chinese Catholics recently told 
officials of Jesuit-run Vatican Radio 
that it-is encountering “certain 
difficulties” in meeting togethér to 
listen to the radio broadcasts. 

VISIT NOT CONFIRMED — There

on reports from Switzerland that the 
pope will visit that country in June.

_IN POPE JOHN PAUL II’S native 
Poland, the figures for priests and 
seminarians are very positive. There 
were 632 priests ordained there last 
year, up from 589 the year before; the 
number of seminarians increased last 
year to 6,285 from a 1979 total of 
5,845.

... This fundamental and delicate subjett...deserves to 
be dealt with in depth, with wisdom, realism, and without 
fear. Not only is our civilization very sensitive, sometimes 
hypersensitive to it, but it corresponds to a real need, for 
the upheavals in social life and the movement of ideas 
bring forth many challenges and passions in this field. 


In fact, God be thanked, many women have fully 
developed their gifts in their concrete lives and have 
brought about the development of those around them.

You are right to contemplate the multiple possibilities of 
the qualified contribution of woman in the various sectors 
of social and professional life, where her presence would 
beso beneficial for a more human world. 


Who would dare to deny that in many cases the stability 
and success of the family, its human and spiritual 
development, owe a great deal to this presence of the 
mother in the home. It is, therefore, a real professional 
work which deserves to be recognized as such by society: 
it calls, moreover, for courage, responsibility, ingenuity, 
and holiness.

‘May they all be one’ 


With so much attention focused last week on the release 
of the hostages frém tran and the inauguration of a new 
president in Washington, the fact that it marked the 74th 
annual Week of Prayer for Christian Unity might have gone 
unnoticed. 


Fortunately, however, Southern Cross ran an article two 
weeks ago announcing.the Week of Prayer and assessing 
what has happened in the ecumenical movement since the 
Second Vatican Council. That article concluded with a 
reference to spiritual ecumenism, which the Council’s 
Decree on Ecumenism describes as “a change of heart and 
holiness, along with public and private prayer for the unity 
of Christians.” 


The Church has made tremendous progress in 
responding to the Council’s call to explain the Catholic 
faith more profoundly and precisely, in ways and in 
terminology which other Christians can more readily 
understand. This has facilitated a continuing doctrinal 
dialogue through which theologians and Church leaders 
have identified important areas of agreement. 


The unity among His followers which Christ prayed for 
at the Last Supper will finally be achieved not by the 
unaided human efforts of theologians and Church leaders, 
however, but by the power of the Spirit. That Spirit 
dwelling in all those who believe is constantly at work to 
bring about greater unity among Christians. 

Spiritual ecumenism recognizes the vita role of the Spirit 
in the ecumenical movement. It believes that the Lord’s 
own prayer for Christian unity is being answered. 

The annual Week of Prayer for Christian Unity is one 
element of this spiritual ecumenism, but public prayer 
must be complemented by our own personal private 
prayer for the unity of Christians, as well as by our change 
of heart and holiness of life.

Q: When a priest has decided to 
leave the active ministry and his 
request has gone to the authorities, is 
he still allowed to function as a priest? 


_ A: The latest instruction (1980) 
refers to this situation in the 
Procedural Norms. First of all, the 
priest is to present his petition to his 
“local ordinary of incardination” or, in 
the case of a religious, to his major 


must indicate the petitioner’s name, 
general information about him and at 
least in general the facts and 
arguments on which his petition is 
based.” It is up to the ordinary/super- 
ior to decide whether or not the case 
should be submitted to Rome. 


“If he decides to do so, he is to 
prohibit the petitioner from the 
exercise of orders ad cautelam (as a 
precautionary measure) unless he 
judges that their exercise is really 
necessary to protect the reputation of 
the priest or to foster the good of the 
community.” 


O, for the grace to begin to be 


fruition the graces of our baptism and continuing 
sacramental life. 


For many of us the road to Emmaus is very, very 
long and we walk it in the company of one we donot 
recognize, moping over the apparent triumph of evil 
when its vanquisher is at our side.

AND EVEN AS WE SHAKE our heads and murmur 
that’s not the way it is, we need to remember that’s 
the way it has to be if we are not to find their 
disillusionment and, perhaps, despair laid at our 
door. We can afford to be chastened and humbled 
by the desert nomads -who perceive us as 
Custodians of great richness and thirst for the 
stream of living water. 


We can afford to feel a little ashamed that we are 
not more than we are and not more worthy of 


Christ’s faith in us. ;

Blessed are the poor... 


February 1, 1981, Fourth Sunday in Ordinary Time. 
Zephaniah 2:3, 3:12-13; | Corinthians 1:26-31; 
Matthew 5:1-12. 


Jesus Christ challenges us to make a choice: we 
can choose all that the world holds dear, or we can 
choose Him. We can’t burn our spiritual candles at 
both ends. We must embrace the things of God, the 
narrow way, if we would be numbered among His 
faithful ones. 


In our reading from the prophet Zephaniah, we 
witness the first appearance of this theological 
insight. It dates from before the reform of King 
Josiah in 622 B.C. The Israelites had slipped back 


‘into paganism. The problems confronting the 


People of God then were much the same as the 
pitfalls of technology and materialism facing us 
today. 


THE PROPHET REJECTS the rich and the 
powerful and the arrogant. God’s saving activity is 
to be found only in the anawim, the little ones, the 
poor, the humble. Jesus will confirm this because 
the condition of servitude is the one He embraced in 
becoming one of us and in living out His earthly life. 


Only a remnant will be saved. Salvation is coming, 
but it is for those who first seek after God. This is the 
prophet’s promise, and it is also a warning to us to 
set our priorities straight. 


St. Paul says much the same thing in his letter to 
the Church of Corinth. Against the standards of the 
world, God has chosen the weak, the lowly, the 
deprived. It is to these that Jesus will preach the 
Gospel, as we shall see in our third reading. 


GOD’S WAYS ARE DECIDEDLY not our ways. 
God prefers what is foolish in our eyes to what is 
wise; the weak reduce the strong to nothing, and 
those who are nothing in the world replace those 
who are something. The established order has been 
reversed, and if we can’t visualize this clearly here, 
we shall certainly see it in heaven. 


The grace of God has transformed weakness into 


strength, wisdom, and holiness. The have-nots will 
be the haves in the coming kingdom, and the haves 


of this world the have-nots. 


St. Matthew sees in Jesus the fulfillment of the Old 
Testament; He is the new Moses who will lead His 
people from bondage to freedom. Just as Moses 
went up the mountain to receive the law from God, 
Jesus goes up the mountain to finally reveal the law 


in its purity and fullness. The Beatitudes complete 
the reversal of things first hinted at by the prophet 
Zephaniah over six centuries before. 


BLESSED (OR HAPPY) ARE the poor, the. 
sorrowing, all who are deprived of the consolations 
of this world. Not only is their reward a certainty in 
heaven, but it can be grasped even now ifthe faith is 
there! 


We have two versions of the Sermon on the 
Mount, from Matthew and Luke. In -fact Luke 
presents it after Jesus has come down the 
mountainside. St. Matthew gives us nine Beatitudes, 
St. Luke gives us four, coupled with four “woes” to 
those who do not fulfill the precepts of love that 
Jesus has given to us. : 


To Luke the blessed ones are a suffering minority; 
to Matthew they are the ones who live the Gospel 
ideal, which he sums up in the Last Judgment 
discourse (chapter 25): “I was hungry and you gave 
me food.” . : 


BUT THE LESSON is clear from all three

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War, peace, other issues 
to get bishops’ scrutiny 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Three new ad hoc 
committees, including one to study and make 
recommendations on Church teachings on war and 
peace, have been established by the U.S. bishops, it 
was announced Jan. 26. 


The three new committees were established in 
response to discussions by the bishops at their 
annual general meeting in Washington last 
November. In addition to the war and peace issue, 
committees also were formed to study the 
relationship of capitalism and Christianity and to 
develop a new “mission statement” for the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops and U.S. Catholic 
Conference. 


ARCHBISHOP JOSEPH L. Bernardin of | 


Cincinnati, a former NCCB-USCC president, has 
been named chairman of the ad hoc committee 
studying the war and peace issue. The other 
committees will be chaired by Archbishop Rembert 
Weakland of Milwaukee (capitalism and Christian- 
ity) and Auxuliary Bishop Daniel Pilarczyk of 
Cincinnati (NCCB-USCC mission statement). 


According to the announcement, the chairmen 
will name other bishops to membership on the three 
committees. 


The war and peace issue arose at the November 
meeting when several bishops said recent 
developments in nuclear technology and in U.S. 
defense policy demanded a new look by the Church 
at the question. Some of the bishops urged that a 
new pastoral letter be developed on the horrors of 
nuclear war and on the continued development of 
‘nuclear armaments. 


THE QUESTION OF the relationship between 
Christianity and capitalism came up during 
discussion of the bishops’ pastoral letter on Marxist 
communism. After some bishops noted that Pope 
John Paul I| has condemned the extremes of both 
Marxism and capitalism, the bishops approved a 
motion urging that a statement similar to the Marxist 
document be prepared on capitalism. 

The decision to develop a new mission statement 
for the bishops’ twin conferences came during 
consideration of both short- and long-term 
priorities for the bishops.

First satellite license 
to a religious order 


goes to Alabama nuns_ 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (NC)—The first Catholic 
satellite television operation in the United States 
was licensed by the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) last week. . L 


The FCC license was awarded to Our Lady of the 
Angels Monastery, Birmingham, where Mother M. 
Angelica has founded Eternal Word Television 
Network, Inc., hoping to supply Catholic programs 


to cable TV systems throughout the United States. 


“WE’VE ALWAYS FELT a deep desire to share the 
fruit of our contemplative life with all the people of 
the Catholic Church —and with others as well,” said 
Mother Angelica, wno heads a community of 12 
Religious. 


Our Lady of the Angels has four printing presses, 
a complete television studio and mobile van, an 
earth station capable of transmitting and receiving 
radio and television programs from satellite, and a 
network of laity around the globe who distribute 
Mother Angelica’s evangelistic tracts. 


And this was all accomplished without an 
organized fund raising campaign or a “rich uncle,” 
as Mother Angelica says. 


THERE HAVE BEEN donations amounting to 
thousands of dollars from philanthropic 
foundations, but the backbone of the ministry, 
Mother Angelica said, has been the regular 
contributions of the average Catholic who wants to 
help the Church reach more people with the word of 
God. 


When the nuns began the book ministry in 1974, 


and later the television ministry, they had “no . 


complete knowledge of how to print or to make TV 
tapes or to market them. We depended on God's 
providence. We also had no saving accounts andno 
investments,” said Mother Angelica. 

The Birmingham earth station costs about 
$300,000 and “if the Eternal Word Network 
succeeds it is because of God’s providence,” she 
said. 


TO PRESERVE the contemplative lifestyle of the 


nuns, Mother Angelica recently established the. 


Eternal. Word Television Network Inc., a lay- 
oriented, non-profit corporation to handle 
broadcasting and business affairs. ; 


Though she retains the chairmanship of the 
board, Jesuit Father John Hardon, of the Catholic 


Voice of America (CVA), is amember of the board of © 


governors and spiritual adviser. He is organizing a 
panel of Catholic scholars and theologians to 
review programs before they are accepted for 
broadcast over Eternal Word Network. The network 
has become an affiliate of CVA which has pontifical 
institute status. 


THE NETWORK IS OFFERING an outlet to 
dioceses, religious orders, and other Catholic 
groups for sharing their faith and ministry with 
others throughout the nation, according to Mother 
Angelica. 


Proposed programs for the network include 
retreats for priests, Religious, youth, married. 
couples, and elderly; special programs for adultson 
prayers, types of spirituality, meditation, scripture, 
Church history, theology and philosophy, and 
closed circuit programs for hospitals and prisons. 
Currently being negotiated is a weekly program 
from the Vatican featuring Pope John Paul II.

established by Pope John Paul II with 
Auxiliary Bishop Roland Pierre 
Du Maine of San Francisco as its first 
head. 

The appointment was announced 
by Archbishop Pio Laghi, apostolic 
delegate in the United States, Jan. 27. 

THE NEW DIOCESE will consist of 
1,300-square-mile Santa Clara

County, which has been part of the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco. 


Bishop Du Maine was ordained a 
bishop in 1978. A telecommunica- 
tions expert who has been president 
of the Catholic Television Network 
and a member of the Public Service 
Satellite Consortium’s board of 
directors, 
served on the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence Education Committee. He is 
currently a member of the USCC 
Communication Committee. 


Born in Paducah, Ky., on Aug. 2, 
1931, Bishop Du Maine was ordained 
a priest on June 15, 1957. From 1963 
to 1965 he taught at Serra High 
School, San Mateo, Calif.,andin 1968 
was named director of educational 
television for the San Francisco 
archdiocese. In 1974 he was given the 
additional post of superintendent of 
the archdiocesan Department of 
Education and in 1978 he became 
director of education and communi- 

“cation for the archdiocese. 


Bishop. Du Maine also - 


HE HOLDS an undergraduate 
degree from St. Patrick’s College, 
Menlo Park, Calif., and a doctorate 
from the Catholic University of 
America. He studied as well at the 
University of California at Berkeley. 


Bishop Du Maine’s new diocese will 
include the approximately 210,000 
Catholics of Santa Clara County, 49 
parishes, three missions, one 
university, one college, six Catholic 
high schools with 4,657 students, and 
30 Catholic elementary schools with 
8,876 students. It is served by 75 
diocesan priests, 244 religious order 
priests, and about 500 nuns. 


The newly-created Diocese of San 
Jose -encompasses the childhood 
home of Bishop Leo T. Maher. From 
the age of 12, Bishop Maher grew up 
in the area, and attended the same 
seminary as the new bishop. 


BISHOP MAHER’S brother, Father 
Raymond J. Maher,-is pastor of St. 
Aloysius Church, Palo Alto, which is 
now part of the new diocese. 


Upon hearing the news of the 
creation of the San Jose diocese, 
Bishop Maher issued the following 
statement: 


“The establishment of the Diocese 
of San Jose points to the fast growing 
county of Santa Clara and the city of 
San Jose, the fourth largest city in 
California. 


“The creation of this new diocese 
also highlights the development and 
progress of the Catholic Church in 
that area. San Jose certainly warrants 
a diocese and bishop of its own. 


“BISHOP DU MAINE, presently 
auxiliary Bishop of the Archdiocese 
of San Francisco, is well-qualified to 
shepherd this new flock.

And 
our voices as a faith community 
would be only whispers barely heard 
beyond the confines of our own 
buildings.”

Mrs. Gintoft said an American 
archbishop recently commented that 
90 percent of the letters he receives 
expressing confusion or concern .

SHE SAID the secular press does 
not have the background and the 
space “to present all the details, 
clarifications, nuances, and contexts 
in which the events of the’Church 
occur.” Only the Catholic press can

“ON A CERTAIN continent, the 
usual headings of nullity introduced 
for the law of the Church have been 
forsaken in practice, and just one 
heading of nullity is recognized: 
psychological immaturity, the 
incapacity to assume or fulfill the 
obligations of matrimony, particular- 
ly as regards communion of life and 

_interpersonal relations,” said the 
cardinal. 


U.S. Church courts often use 
psychological immaturity as a reason 
in annulment cases. 


In the papal address to the Rota, 
Pope John Paul warned that easy 
Church annulments could compound 
the problems for marriage stability 
already posed by widespread civil 
divorce. 


IF ANNULMENTS “were to multi- 
ply as easy and hasty pronounce- 
ments,” he said, this would contribute 
to creating an ‘existential and 
psychological perspective” in which 
getting married is considered “less 
serious and demanding” than it 
should be. ,

THE POPE ASKED for ‘‘the 
attention and prompt readiness of the 
diocesan and regional courts to 
follow the directives of the Holy See, 
the constant jurisprudence of the 
Rota, and the faithful application of 
the norms, both the substantive ones 
and the procedural ones already 
codified, without having recourse to 
presumed or probable innovations or 
to interpretations that do not 
correspond objectively to the 
canonical norm and are not support- 
ed by any qualified jurisprudence.” 


The pope emphasized Church 
teaching on the absolute indissolu- 
bility of marriage and indirectly 
repudiated arguments that, for 
pastoral reasons, the Church ought 
to recognize irretrievably broken 
marriages. 


Linking marriage and family as the 
core of society, he said that “every 
safeguarding of the legitimate family 
is always in favor of the person, while 
one-sided concern for the individual 
can turn into damage for that same 
human person, besides harming 
matrimony and the family, which are 
goods both of the person and of 
society.” 


“NATURE AND GRACE show us, 
even if in different ways and degrees, 
a divine plan for matrimony and the 
family, which must always be 
attended to, safeguarded and; 


_ according to the specific tasks of 


each Church activity, favored, so that 
it be received by human society as 
widely as possible,” he said. 


“The Church, therefore, also with 
its law and the exercise of its judicial 
power, can and must safeguard the 
values of matrimony and the family to 
promote man and strengthen his 
dignity, | he said.

“GOVERNOR REAGAN promised 
us his support for tuition tax credits at 
all levels of education, from elemen- 
tary school through college,” said Dr. 
McElligott. “President Carter actively 
lobbied for the defeat of this 
legislation.” 


Dr. McElligott is equally supportive 
of the voucher -system, which will 
require an amendment to the state 
constitution before it can take effect. 
To this end, he endorses the 
Education by Choice Initiative, which 
is aiming at a spot in the 1982 ballot in 
California. Supporters of the initiative 
will have a 150-day period to collect 
550,000 valid signatures statewide to 
place the initiative before the voters; 
no date has been set for a start. 


The voucher system would insure

California, including those in both 
public and private or parochial school 
systems, would have the same access 
to quality education, said Dr. 
McElligott. 


“WHOEVER CONTROLS the 
bucks controls the schooling,” said 
Dr. McElligott.

The voucher system 
would give parents quality control 
over both private and public schools 
because they could exercise their 
vouchers—they could send their 
children to any school they wanted.” 


Much of. the opposition to the 
voucher system, Dr. McElligott notes, 
comes from public school admini- 
strators who fear competition with

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private and parochial schools. 


“Our Catholic schools are demons- 
trably among the best, have higher 
percentages of minority students 
than the public schools, and all have 
long waiting lists to get in,” he said. 
“The Coons initiative, which is named 
after John Coons, who authored the 
proposal, is basically a civil rights 
issue, a parents’ rights issue, an. issue 
of local control.” 


Other areas of concern to Catholic 
parents which Dr. McElligott will 
monitor in the state capital during the 
coming months include:

think’ they will be more favorable 


toward many of our concerns than 
were previous sessions,” he said. 


“We've had no particular indications 
from the governor’s office one way or 
the other. 


“I'd say I’m optimistic about our 


relationship with the legislature, but 
I’m less optimistic about our 
relationship with the State Depart- 
ment of Education. It appears they 
want to extend controls over private 
education while at the same time 
admitting that public education is not 
doing a very good job.” 


DR. McELLIGOTT was named by 
President Carter to the 15-member 
National Advisory Committee on 
Education to Disabled Children, and 
points out that this appointment does 
not change with the new administra- 
tion. “We will be in a position to 
provide input to the new president 
and the new Congress. I’m excited 
about this.” 

Dr. McElligott is familiar with 
California diocesan school systems, 
and has high praise for our own 
parochial schools. “In the San Diego 
diocesan school system you have 
people who are doing a tremendous 
job,” he said. 

“Their dedication doesn’t begin at 9 
a.m. and end at 3 p.m. They go that 
extra mile for the children. They are 
people who are aggressively pur- 
suing the very best for our kids. That 
includes everyone, from the diocesan 
office on down.”

Texas bishop questions 
MX missile proposal 


AMARILLO, Texas (NC)—Urging 
his people to pray for the day when all 
nuclear weapons will be dismantled, 
Bishop L.T. Matthieson of Amarillo 
has sharply questioned proposals to 
build the MX missile system in the 
Texas Panhandle. 


“The prophet dreamed of a time 
when men would turn swords into 
ploughshares,” said Bishop Mat-- 
thieson, “but we are busily turning 
plowshares back into swords, turning 
cropland into missile bases.” 


BISHOP MATTHIESON noted that 
recent hearings on a proposal to 
locate the MX system in the Texas 
Panhandle and adjoining New 
Mexico “has brought the question of - 
war and peace, of an atomic 
holocaust with ourselves as the 
victims, to our very doorstep.” 


He said locating the mobile missile. 
system in Texas would “take 149,000 
acres of Texas farm land out of food 
production, displace some 1,400 
families, require millions of acre-feet 
of water, cost billions and billions of

Noting that the world is far from 
peace, Bishop Matthieson pointed to 
several trouble spots such as the 
killings in El Salvador, the tension in 
Poland, the invasion of Afghanistan, 
and the fratricide in Ireland. 


“IF OUR OWN HANDS were clean, 
there would be reason for confidence 
that goodness will prevail,” he said. 
“But they are not clean, as we must 
ever remind ourselves.” 


He continued, “It was we who set 
off the first atom bombs that threaten 
now to destroy us all, and we are not 
even horrified by it, assuring 
ourselves that we saved many lives by 
taking thousands of them.” 


Bishop Matthieson acknowledged 
that non-violence may seem an 
unrealistic alternative, but added, “it 
is the way of Jesus Christ.”

Clarifications asked by Vatican 


NEW YORK (NC)—The Crossroad 
Publishing Company is publishing 
next month Interim Report on the 
Books ‘Jesus’ and ‘Christ’ by 
Dominican Father Edward Schille- 
beeckx, who has been under 
investigation by the Vatican’s 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith. 


Crossroad also plans to publish in 
April Father Schillebeeckx’s Ministry, 
the third volume of the trilogy which 
includes Jesus: An Experiment in 
Christology and Christ: The Experi- 
ence of Jesus as Lord. 


In Interim Report, Father Schille- 
beeckx, professor of theology and the 
history of theology at the University 
of Nijmegen, the Netherlands, seeks 
to clarify the presuppositions, 
principles, and methods of interpre- 
tation on the basis of which Jesus and 
Christ were written and to respond to 
criticisms, particularly of the first of 
those two books. 


= In Ministry, the theologian reviews 
the New Testament accounts of the 
first Christian communities, discus- 
ses ministry in the first and second 
Christian milennia and the continuity 
and divergence between the first and 
second Christian milennia. He also 
treats tension between actual Church 
order and alternative practices in the 
ministry and offers some perspec- 
tives on the future. 


Last November, in a letter to Father 
Schillebeeckx, Cardinal Franjo 
Seper, prefect of the doctrinal 
congregation, said the congregation 
found insufficient on certain points 
the explanations he had given of 
“ambiguities” in his published works.

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WASHINGTON (NC) —With Pres- 
ident Reagan now in the White 
House, one question being closely 
watched by Church groups is how the 
new administration will set policy 
toward Latin America. Although the 
broad outline of that policy already is 
fairly well known, more specific clues 
to what might actually happen are 
contained in an article published in 
January by Jeane J. Kirkpatrick, 
Reagan’s appointee as U.S. ambas- 
sador to the United Nations. 


MRS. KIRKPATRICK, a Democrat 
who impressed Reagan last year with 
an earlier article on foreign policy, 
said in her latest essay published in 
the Washington Star that the Carter 
administration failed to understand 
the dynamics of Latin American 
politics and wrongly assumed that 
“progressive” change promised by 
groups attempting to overturn the old 
order would necessarily result in a 
better life for Central American 
citizens. 

Pointing specifically to Nicaragua 
and El Salvador—two countries 
where Church groups generally have 
supported efforts aimed at social 
change—Mrs. Kirkpatrick said that 
the choices are frequently unattrac- 
tive but that a philosophy which says 
that change would be for the better 
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must be abandoned. She also said the | 
involvement of guerrilla groups 
linked to Cuba has upset whatever 
vestiges of a balance of power there 
were in the region, making it even 
more important that the United States 
act as a source of economic aid and 
moral and military support for 
stability. 


REVISING U.S. policy in Latin 
America, she concluded, is “one of 
the most urgent tasks of the Reagan 
administration.” 


Mrs. Kirkpatrick, a former profes- 
sor of government at Georgetown 
University, said that basic to an 
understanding of Latin American 

. politics is that there has always been 
a lack of consensus among groups 
vying for power. Since “no institution 

“is able to establish its authority over 
the whole,” she said, power always 
rests with those who use the greatest 
force. 


“Because there is no consensus on 
what makes government itself 
legitimate, successive regimes 
remain vulnerable to attacks on their 
legitimacy,” she said in making her 
point that such turmoil will continue 
whether more progressive govern- 
ments come to power or not. 


Religious leaders question: 
El Salvador a ‘Vietnam’? 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The cries 
of “Vietnamization” of Central 
America by civic and religious 
leaders because of U.S. military aid to 
El Salvador point to perhaps the most 
serious challenge the Reagan 
administration. faces in Latin 
America. 


El Salvador, where leftist guerrillas 
are currently fighting the govern- 
ment, is given high priority by 
Reagan’s foreign policy advisers. 
They believe that leftist movements in 
Central America could serve as 
spring boards for Soviet and Cuban

penetration and must be stopped.

THE REAGAN VIEW is controver- 
sial in Latin America. In early January 
Reagan met with President Jose 
Lopez Portillo of Mexico to discuss 
issues of mutual interest. Regarding 
foreign relations, Mexico favors 
social change in Central America, 
even if fostered by the left, while the 
United States prefers stable, strong 
governments in tune with U.S. 


economic and defense interests. 


Church and human rights groups in 
Central America and their supporters 
in Canada, Europe, and the United 
States see the $11 million in weapons 
and military training for El Salvador 
recently announced by the outgoing 
Carter administration as ‘U.S. 
intervention.” 


Catholic Church leaders in El 
Salvador generally follow the policy 
established by murdered Archbishop 
Oscar Romero, who was killed last 
March, and support organized efforts 
to redress widespread injustices. 
However, Catholic groups differ 
regarding support for armed strug- 
gle. ~ 

REAGAN ADVISERS emphasize 
the need to regain friends in Latin 
America, the need for a stronger 
presence by the United States, cuts in 
foreign aid and an expanded role for 
private investment in stabilizing the 
economy of the region. 

But pressure by human rights 


groups on the U.S. government and 
repressive Latin American govern- 
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ments is expected to remain. An © 


Argentine Catholic activist, Adolfo 
Perez Esquivel, 1980 Nobel Peace 
Prize winner, said his work of 
promoting human rights organiza- 
tions is part of an irreversible move- 
ment for liberation. 

An investigative commission of the 
Organization of American States 
(OAS) reported that the government 
of Argentine has. done little to 
account for thousands of missing 
prisoners and that arbitrary arrests 
and torture continue. 


EVIDENCE OF HUMAN rights 
violations gathered by Church 
agencies, the OAS and the United 
Nations are at the root of U.S. 
difficulties with. Chile’s President 
Augusto Pinochet, who insured 
another decade of power through a 
plebiscite his opponents consider 
fraudulent. 

An authoritarian dictatorship 
emerged in Bolivia last July under 
Gen. Luis Garcia Meza who led a 
coup to thwart the election of a 
civilian president. Church sources 
said that about 2,000 students, 
workers, and peasants were killed 
during the coup. The Church has kept 
a watch on further abuses. 
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Reagan Latin policy: on collision course with U.S. bishops? 


SHE SAID THAT leaders of the new 
Sandinista government have shown 
no disposition to share their power, 
that free elections are not planned 
until the people are “re-educated” by 
the Sandistinas, that the press is 
subjected: to pressures more harsh 
than those under the previous 
Somoza regime, and that in reality 
one dictatorship was replaced by 
another. 


Much of what Mrs. Kirkpatrick 
wrote is the opposite of the view that 
Church groups both in the United 
States and in the Latin American 
countries take on the need for change 
and the repressive characteristics of 
some present and past regimes there. 


BUT WITH A NEW president in 
office whose admiration for Mrs. 
Kirkpatrick is well documented, 
future U.S. policy is more likely to 
reflect her views than those advanced 
by the churches.

Bishop says of Guatemala 


‘Much human suffering’ seen 


SPOKANE, Wash. (NC)—Bishop 
Lawrence Welsh of Spokane reported 
that he saw “much evidence of 
extreme human suffering” during a 
visit to Guatemala, where his diocese 
sponsors missionary activity. 

Guatemala has been torn by 
conflict between leftist guerrillas and 
its military-dominated government. 


THE BISHOP SAID that during his 
visit bodies of murdered villagers 
were discovered near the village in 


_ which he stayed: There were bodies 


that had fingers cut off, eardrums 
pierced, mouths burned. Others were 
castrated, he said, describing the 
murders as “inhumanities.” Such 
actions are inexcusable “in any 
circumstances, for any reason,” he 
said. 


“| was particularly saddened to see 
these things and to experience them 
firsthand,” Bishop Welsh said, 
“because this brutal suffering is 
afflicting a people who are already 
suffering the crushing burden of 
poverty. Children who live on the 
floor, in smoke-filled houses, without 
even enough corn to eat, are 
suddenly faced with the loss of their 
father, the one who was providing the 
little they had.” 


But, he added, “in spite of its 
suffering, the Church is alive —alive 
with faith, alive with Christ. The 
churches are full; the joyous songs of 
a people filled with a simple yet very 
profound faith reverberate through 
them. | heard of priests and sisters 


standing fast in their work, in spite of 
being faced with death.” 


THE SPOKANE DIOCESE has 
staffed a mission in Guatemala since 
1959. The mission staff consists of 
two diocesan priests, a priest from 
Spain, and nine nuns. The mission 
covers a 1,500-square-mile area where 
the altitude rises abruptly from a 
semitropical 3,000 feet to a chilling 
10,000 feet. About 35,000 people live 
in the area. 


Bishop Welsh said that, after 


returning from Guatemala, he 


contacted Archbishop John Roach of 
St. Paul-Minneapolis, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, to offer advice to the 
conference about public statements 
concerning Guatemala. The Spokane 
bishop has also conferred with other 


’ U.S. bishops who have missionaries 


in Guatemala. 


“It is so difficult to print a black- 
and-white picture of the situation,” he 
said. 
extreme right-wing position is not the 
answer. As long as the fighting 
continues between the extremes, the 
people will suffer. They are caught i in 
the middle.” 


THE UNITED STATES and the 
Catholic Church in this country “have 
vested interests in what is happening 
in Guatemala,” the bishop said. 
“Individually and collectively we 
share the responsibility of demand- 
ing of our Church and our country 
that those interests be based on the 
Gospel value of human dignity and 
not on what is politically expedient.”

Dear People of God: 


“What we have heard and know, and what our fathers have declared to 
us, we will declare to the generations to come...” These words from 
Psalm 78 capture the spirit of Catholic School Week. The theme this yaa 
is “Choosing a Tradition: Catholic Schools.” 


Catholic schools long have been a part of the American Catholic 
tradition. By 1629, missionaries had established many elementary 
schools in the Indian pueblos of the Southwest. Even in the English 
colonies, Catholic schools sprang up whenever and wherever the stern 
anti-Catholic laws were relaxed. There were Catholic schools in 
Maryland and New York as early as the second half of the 17th century, 
and in Pennsylvania in the 18th century. Catholic schools have always 
been very much a part of the American “tradition.” 


But they are more than that. Catholic schools serve as the custodians 
and interpreters of our religious tradition as Catholics: “What our fathers 
have declared to us, we will declare to the generations to come.” The 
proper function of the Catholic school, according to the Second Vatican 
Council, is “to order the whole of human culture to the news of salvation 
so that the knowledge the students gradually acquire of the world, life, 
and man is illumined by faith.” (Declaration on Christian Education, #8) 


The American Catholic bishops frequently have affirmed the singular 
role played by the Catholic school in the Church’s teaching mission. In 
To Teach As Jesus Did (#118) and again in The National Catechetical 
Directory (#232), we stated our conviction that Catholic schools “are the 
most effective means available to the Church for the education of 
children and young people.” Nor is this but a blind assumptiagn. It has 
been confirmed by rigorous research. With the exception of the devout 
Catholic family itself, no other factor has been shown to be as effectivein 
fostering a religious spirit in children and youth as is the Catholic school. 


The Catholic parish school is a particular blessing for the parents and 
the parish, both reinforcing and focusing the life of the entire parish 
community. Hence, our special gratitude goes forth to those devoted 
pastors whose spiritual care and financial support make the continuance 
of our schools both possible and eminently desirable. Similarly, those 
parish clergy whose active presence in the schools is so vital to the 
formation of our children merit our thanks. Also, we commend those 
talented priests who have dedicated their full ministry to the teaching and 
spiritual nurture of the next generation of our Catholic community. 


Catholic schools are and must be, above all, communities of faith. It is: 


for this reason that | wish to affirm especially the religious communities 
that staff.our schools. At great personal sacrifice, they have left families 
and friends to minister to the children of our diocese. Each community 
has enriched the diocese with its own educational tradition. Each has 
been, and continues to be, a spiritual leaven transforming the school in 
which it serves. The people of San Diego owe these religious an immense 
debt of gratitude. 


But there are others who also serve in ever increasing numbers in our 
Catholic schools: dedicated lay men and women whose selfless service is 
an inspiration to all. By their deeds as well as their words, they proclaim 
the Gospel message to the children and youth entrusted to their 
supervision. 


Great care must be taken to employ and retain men and women who 
themselves are models of the fully Christian life for their students. We in 
this diocese have been most fortunate in this regard. 


Finally, | wish to commend the sacrifices of parents and other members 
of the community whose generous support has provided this opportunity 
for our children and youth. Because of these sacrifices, today’s 
youngsters will be better prepared to live thoroughly Christian lives and 
to continue the American Catholic tradition of faith.

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Superintendent discusses Catholic schools ; 


CSW honors ‘professionalism, dedication, sacrifice’ 


Southern Cross conducted the 
following interview with Father 
Dennis Clark, superintendent of 
schools, to learn the purpose of 
Catholic Schools Week and to 
consider the present and future of our 
diocesan school system.

Father Clark, Feb. 1-7 is Catholic 
Schools Week. What is the purpose of 
this national observance? 


To celebrate and honor the 
important and continuing achieve- 
ments of teachers, principals, pastors 
and parents whose combined efforts, 
professionalism, dedication, and 


sacrifice make the continuance of a ° 


great work possible. 


Why do people choose Catholic 
schools? What are they looking for? 


As in every human decision, the 
motivations are complex: religious 
instruction; value oriented ed/train- 
ing in self-discipline; healthy 
environment; sense of community in 
which each individual is known 
personally and cared for. 


What about the enrollment in 
Catholic schools? Are more people in 
the San Diego area looking for what 
you say Catholic schools offer? 


Current enrollment in the San 
Diego diocese is 15,777. Virtually all 
our schools are filled and have 
waiting lists of varying lengths. In 
some areas, the waiting list equals the 
actual school enrollment. 


Father Clark, have you seen any 
evidence to suggest that some might 
be coming to your schools just to 
avoid integration? 


We exert great care to make certain 
that this is not the case. Long- 
established diocesan policy is 
actively supportive of school integra- 
tion. Our admissions process 


- carefully addresses the motives of 


people applying for admission and 
screens out those whose purposes 
are inconsistent with Christian 
values. 


De facto, the Catholic schools in 
this diocese and throughout the state 
of California enroll a larger percent- 
age of minority students than do the 
public schools. 


Without any public support, it must 
be very costly to operate a large 


Support 
Catholic Education 
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private school system. How do you do 
it? 

Of course, it is tremendously 
costly. The schools are kept open at 
considerable sacrifice on the part of 
many: active fund raising involving the 
whole school community, parish 
subsidies, contributed services on 
the part of both religious and parents; 
also, administrative costs both on the 
local site and at the diocesan office 
for schools are very modest when 
compared to other systems. 


Do only the rich get in? 


Quite the contrary, diocesan policy 
is clear in specifying that no child 
shall be denied a Catholic education 
simply on the financial grounds. The 
annual Stewardship drive provides 
significant tuition assistance to 
families with students in the five 
Catholic high schools in the diocese. 
The parishes provide assistance to 
families, both establishing family 
tuition rates and by providing partial 
scholarships or financial assistance 
to families in need. Unfortunately, we 
are constantly confronted with the 
problem of space: not enough desks 
and classroom space for all, whether 
affluent or indigent, who want to 
come. This-is most conspicuously 
true in the most recently developed 
areas, such as the North County. 


Do you see any hope of opening 
new schools? 


That’s a tough question. The 
economic realities are obvious. 
However, the alternatives to opening 
new schools would seem to me 
equally unacceptable and inade- 
quate. Every piece of current 
research validates the position that 
the Catholic school is by far the most 
effective means for achieving what 
Catholic parents and indeed our 
entire Catholic community want for 
the next generation of adult Catho- 
lics. 


Some dioceses are moving in the 
direction of opening new schools 
after years of inaction. So it’s not a 
total impossibility. Currently, in this 
diocese, we are working on the initial 
stages of an evaluation of current and 
projected educational needs at all 
levels with a view to establishing 
goals and priorities. | am hopeful that

this could involve the opening of new 
schools. : 


Given the obvious financial 
limitations of a private system, is it 
hard to find qualified teachers and 
administrators? 


Not at all. We draw upon a large 
pool of highly-qualified and excep- 
tionally well-motivated teachers and 
administrators. | can say without fear 
of contradiction that our teachers 
take a second place to no group, not 
simply in their having the full 
complement of degrees and teaching 
credentials but in their seriousness 
about continuous professional 
growth and personal development. 


There is something very special 
about these people, something that 
really sets them apart from many of 
their peers, and that is the sense of 
dedication, the real sense of ministry. 
More than anything, that is what 
makes our schools unique. 


What kinds. of support services 
does the diocesan office provide for 
the schools? 


We are almost unique among 
Catholic schools offices in the 
extensive personnel services provid- 
ed by our personnel office. Likewise, 
the extent of research and develop- 
ment in the area of curriculum and 
testing is unusual. We provide on-site 
assistance to schools for a variety of 
purposes, and direct the continuing 
process of school improvement and 
accreditation. In the area of finance, 
we assist schools with their short and 
long-range planning and especially 
with the budget making process. 
Working with local education boards 
is another prime task. Most of our 
schools are involved in various 
government-funded programs and, at 
least in the larger districts, we 
oversee these. Parent groups also get 
a good bit of staff time.

is most important role of curriculum in Catholic schools

“Johnny still can’t read! Why? Test 
scores should be higher. Why aren't 
they? A good teacher teaches the 
whole book. Isn’t that correct? Do 
you think Catholic schools are still 
Catholic?” 


These are some of the questions, 
and comments that make the life of a 
curriculum director a bit challenging! 
Yet underlying such statements is a 
basic concern that our students 
receive the very best. That, too, is my 
concern. And that is why | find the job

message into every aspect of life. In 
order to do that, much of my time is 
taken up with research, review of 
textbooks, and analysis of test 
results. 


ONE OF THE PRODUCTS of such 
research is the curriculum project we 
are focusing on this year. After 
studying Church documents, child 
development, learning theory, 
professional standards across 
country and major textbooks 
available, a process and tool was 
developed to guide each school in 
defining what skills and concepts 
should be taught in that particular 
school and at what grade level. 
Inservice has been provided to 
schools individually or in cluster to 
help adapt the curriculum guide to 
their individual needs. Time is 
provided for them to look at 
resources which would correlate to 
their scope and sequence. Time was 
also given for teachers to interact 
with one another on each grade level 
to share ideas that work and to 
discuss common problems with 
possible solutions. Other sessions 
pinpointed use of the standardized 
test results, awareness of various 
learning styles and the teach- 
ing/learning strategies that best 
answer individual needs. 


Another facet of the jobis talking to 
parent groups about the curriculum 


‘and in particular speaking about test 


results. Parents need help in 
interpretation. As a diocese we are 
above the national norm on all items 
we test: vocabulary, reading, 
language, math, and study skills. Our 
schools are good schools academ- 
ically’ always striving to be better. 
Standardized testing is meant. to 
show strengths and weaknesses 
within a school, within classes, and 
within students. There are many 
various reasons for discrepancies. It 
is the reasons that must be ad- 


‘dressed, not the scores in isolation. 


Therefore, | do not believe in 
comparison of schools and students. 
| study the strengths and weaknesses 
of elementary schools in the diocese 
and address these matters with the 
principals. Principals, in. turn, study 
the strengths and weaknesses of 
individual classes and teachers do 
the same for individual students. 
These test results are indicators of 
gifted performance or need for 
remediation. They are not meant to 
categorize or frustrate children. 


IN SUMMARY, | hope my job will 
help faculties define for each 
particular school its unique response 
to.the.Lord’s call to teach His truth, to 
marvel at His world, to live a lifestyle 
set by His values, and to see God’s 
providential hand and gift of human 
freedom active in the events and 
interactions of the human race, either 
as the total People of God, or as 
individuals, families, groups, nations, 
or Church.

To that end, the staff continually 
evaluates and adjusts the program to 
maintain the fine spiritual and 
intellectual tradition at All Hallows, 
which aims for intellectual excel- 
lence, strong character formation, 
love of religious truths and values, 
and a strong sense of personal worth. 


Established in 1964, All Hallows 
today has an enrollment of 242 
students in Grades 1-8. In addition to 
its staff of three Adrian Dominican 
Sisters and 11 laymen and women, 
parent volunteers play an ever- 
growing role in classrooms and the 
office. All Hallows also enjoys the 
services of a music teacher, a drama 
teacher, and a liturgist. Additionally, 
since November, thanks to a grant 
from the Raskat Foundation, the 
school has a half-time learning 
disability specialist. 


A strong emphasis on building faith 
community characterizes All Hal- 
lows. Starting with the total commu- 
nity opening school Mass, which 
emphasized a oneness with people 
everywhere who have chosen to 
make a Catholic education a 
valuable, life-giving tradition, there is 
a continuing effort to foster growth 
and development of the faith 
community.

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Cycle of accreditation 
verifies quality education

One of the nine goals of the 
Department of Education is to 
promote and verify, formally and 
informally, continuous improvement 
of the total school program and of all 
school personnel. We implement this 
goal through two specific activities: 


© School visitation. Each of the 42 
schools is formally visited at least 
once a year with subsequent visits by 
some members of the staff. Local 
need, requests for onsite presence 
and support, in-service, follow-up 
contacts, facilitating discussions, 
personal/professional growth days, 
faculty meetings, etc. —and probably 
as many reasons as there are 
schools—keep’ the staff much in 
touch with the local school situation. 


For the formal visit there are a 
variety of formats that | use. | try to 
allow the local principal to take the 
lead on how our time together can 
best be spent. It always includes time 
with the staff, with the principal, and 
some classroom contact. School 
programs and personnel priorities 
easily focus our discussion. 


e WCEA/WASC Accreditation 
Program. All schools, both element- 
ary and secondary, prepare a self- 
study every five years to apply for 
accreditation from the Western 
Association of Schools and Colleges.

Professionalism Is the norm 


Teacher selection methods

Individually and collectively, our 
schools’ greatest resource is indeed 
the high-calibre personnel who staff 
them. To the extent that our schools 
are giving witness as places where 
Gospel values are alive and vibrant, 
and where professionalism is ‘the 
understood norm (and | feel there are 
many), to that extent we can quite 
assuredly say here is a place where 


. top-notch staffs are operating. 


Strong professionalism, belief in 
the values we support, freedom to 
teach creatively, and a genuine sense 
of ministry surface as characteristic 
of the applicants who enter into our 
system. Recruitment and screening 
techniques have reached a level of 
refinement over the past four years 
that now allows us to be truly 
selective in choosing qualified and 
high-calibre personnel. 


BEFORE FINAL hiring at the local 
school site, -all applicants have 
completed the diocesan application 
process. The key to the process is a 
personal interview by the personnel 
director. The interview provides 
‘quality time’ with each applicant. 
During the interview one gets in close 
touch with the inner dynamics out of 
which a person relates and teaches. 
‘Hearing’ the strengths and style of 
this teacher and then working closely 
with individual principals to team the 
strengths of the teacher with the 
flavor of their particular school is the 
key to staffing. When this teaming 
takes place, good things happen! | 
feel confident this is taking place in 
more and more of our schools. 


Formal teacher evaluation of 
professional staff takes place at the 
local level twice a year. Final 
summative evaluations then become 


the recommendation from the 
previous visitation. The goal ofsucha 
project is the improvement of the total 
school program which demands 
responsibility and accountability at a 
variety of levels, both local and 
diocesan. The growth arising from 
such an experience comes as the 
school community sees how the 
existing programs and services can 
be an integrated response to one’s 
identified needs which have surfaced 
in the self-study. 


Such a program builds community 
and verifies the quality of education 
for each school. It, also. affirms. the 
unique.and special characteristics of 


the school. The school. philosophy, ... : 


becomes operational. in the lived. 


experiences of our schools’ person-_-.: 


nel, programs, and students. 


| facilitate and monitor this © 


program for the elementary schools. 
To complete the cycle toward 
accreditation a school and its 
visitation team participate in the 
following activities: orientation of 
staff and teams, preparation and 
review of the study by staff and teams, 
two-day onsite visitation by team and 


formulation of -reports, plans for: 


implementation of recommendation 
and annual follow-up activities by 
each school. This cyclic process is 
on-going and can easily be coordina- 
ted with the leadership and staff 
development as well as curriculum 
programs within our diocese. 


a part of each teacher's official files at 
the diocesan level. 


A hallmark of the teachers in our 
diocesan schools is the long-term 
Professional Growth Plan each 
teacher is involved in to assure his or 
her own continuing professional and 
religious growth. Using teacher 
evaluation as a springboard, a 
collaborative growth plan is worked 
out between principal and teacher. 
All full-time professional personnel 
earn a minimum of six units every 
three years. Likewise, major strides 
are being made by teachers of 
religion to obtain their California 
Religion Certification. The thrust of 
courses taken in this area is to help 
assure that both an updated and 
integrated approach is being used to 
impart God’s message. 


IN SUMMARY, THROUGH a 
structured diocesan personnel 
process of wide recruitment, fine- 
tuned screening, formal evaluation 
and maintenance of professional 
growth files, our goal is moving 
toward fuller realization. That goal is 
to be sure there is a teacher in every 
classroom who cares that. every 
student every day learns and grows 
and feels like a real human person.
